Free  distribution  to  individuals  is  restricted  to 
not  more  than  one  copy  of  five  different  non- 
technical publications.  Exceptions  can  some- 
times be  made  in  cases  where  larger  quantities  are 
needed  by  agricultural  and  educational  officials 
for  special  educational  purposes. 

The  technical  and  special  publications,  such  as 
those  listed  under  Research  publications,  can  be 
sent  free  only  to  cooperating  agricultural  offices, 
scientists,  agricultural  libraries,  school  libraries, 
etc. 

Cooperating  agricultural  offices,  schools  and 
educators,  extension  workers,  and  educational  or- 
ganizations can  make  arrangements  with  the 
nearest  regional  office  of  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  to  secure  publications,  conservation  charts, 
and  visual  aids  especially  suited  to  their  specific 
needs.

They  are  not  loaned  but  may  be 
purchased  at  prices  ranging  from  a  few  cents  up 
to  a  dollar  or  so.  There  is  considerable  saving  on 
purchases  of  ten  or  more.  A  price  list  of  available 
film  strips  and  how  they  may  be  purchased  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Soil  Conservation  Service, 
Division  of  Information,  Washington,  D.  C.  If 
you  are  accessible  to  an  office  of  the  Service,  you 
may  arrange  to  borrow  strips  for  single  showings. 

PHOTOGRAPHS  AND  LANTERN 
SLIDES 

The  Soil  Conservation  Service  has  in  its  files 
thousands  of  photographs  taken  in  connection 
with  its  far-flung  activities.  Federal  and  State 
agencies,  educational  institutions,  and  others 
working  for  the  public  interest  may  obtain  a 
very  few  of  these  photographs  free  for  use  in 
their  work,  but  requests  from  others  or  for  quan- 
tities cannot  be  filled  unless  payment  is  received. 
Ordinary  contact  prints  are  furnished  at  15  cents 
each  and  a  price  list  of  other  sizes  of  reproduc- 
tions, including  lantern  slides,  will  be  sent  to  any- 
one interested.  No  photographs  can  be  sent  on 
approval  or  for  selection.  Neither  will  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  furnish  reproductions 
when  it  is  believed  that  they  may  be  used  to  show, 
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by  implication  or  otherwise,  that  the  Department 
endorses  any  commercial  product.  The  Depart- 
ment also  requests  that  proper  credit  be  given 
on  photographs  used  for  display  or  publication. 

"When  ordering  photographs  from  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Service  bulletins,  charts,  or  film  strips, 
specify  the  number  and  title  of  the  publication, 
chart,  or  film  strip  and  the  figure  number,  frame 
number,  or  other  identification  of  the  exact 
photograph  desired.  If  other  photographs  are 
wanted,  the  Service  will  make  a  selection  based 
on  the  information  given  by  the  applicant,  but 
no  such  photographs  may  be  returned  for  credit. 
All  orders  for  photographs  or  correspondence  con- 
cerning them  should  be  addressed  to  the  Division 
of  Information,  Soil  Conservation  Service,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington, 
D.  C,  or  to  the  nearest  regional  office  of  the 
Service.  A  minimum  charge  of  25  cents  will  be 
made  on  all  sales  of  photographs.  Payment 
should  be  made  by  check  or  money  order  payable 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States. 

AERIAL  PHOTOGRAPHIC 

REPRODUCTIONS 

A  considerable  area  of  the  country  has  been 
photographed  from  the  air  in  connection  with  the 
survey  and  map  work  of  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service.  Subject  to  certain  restrictions,  repro- 
ductions of  these  air  photographs  can  be  purchased 
at  prices  which  just  cover  the  cost.  If  you  are 
near  an  office  of  this  Service  you  can  probably 
obtain  order  blanks  and  information  from  that 
source.  On  all  orders  for  these  reproductions, 
the  alphabetical  symbol  and  number  must  be 
furnished.  If  you  cannot  obtain  locally  informa- 
tion about  the  availability  of  aerial  photographs 
and  how  to  order  them,  write  to  the  Cartographic 
Division,  Soil  Conservation  Service,  Washington, 
D.  C. 
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MOTION  PICTURES 

The  Soil  Conservation  Service  has  made  a 
number  of  motion  pictures  in  cooperation  with  the 
Extension  Service,  and  prints  may  be  borrowed 
by  responsible  agencies  or  persons  or  they  may  be 
purchased  outright.  Listed  below  are  the  films 
which  are  available  at  the  present  time.  Arrange- 
ments for  borrowing  these  films  may  be  made 
through  the  regional  offices  of  the  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Service  or  possibly  through  your  State 
extension  service.  Information  about  loans  and 
purchases  of  Department  of  Agriculture  motion 
pictures  may  be  obtained  from  the  Motion 
Pictures  Section,  Extension  Service,  Washington, 
D.  C.  The  cost  of  prints  is  about  $7.50  per  16 
mm.  reel  and  about  $20  per  35  mm.  reel. 

All  the  following  are  sound  pictures  and  they 
can  only  be  run  on  sound  projection  equipment. 
Silent  projectors  will  damage  the  film.  In  inquir- 
ing about  loans  or  purchases,  always  indicate 
whether  16  mm.  or  35  mm.  prints  are  desired. 
It  is  advisable  to  make  arrangements  for  loans 
several  weeks  in  advance  of  actual  need  and 
to  list  second  and  third  choices  in  case  the 
first  choice  cannot  be  furnished  by  the  time  you 
want  it. 

A  Heritage  We  Guard.  (3  reels,  running  time 
about  28  minutes,  available  in  16  mm.  and  35 
mm.  sound  prints  only.)  This  film  traces  the 
early  exploitation  of  wild  creatures  for  hides 
and  skins  and  the  decimation  of  wildlife  as 
their  natural  homes  and  food  supplies  were 
destroyed  by  the  steady  westward  movement 
of  the  Nation.  The  film  emphasizes  the 
inter-relation  of  man  and  wildlife  and  shows 
how  a  complete  program  of  soil  conservation 
provides  for  the  preservation  of  beneficial  wild 
animals,  fish,  and  birds. 
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The  Living  Land.  (1  reel,  running  time  about  5 
minutes,  16  mm.  and  35  mm.  sound  only.) 
This  is  a  short  film  best  suited  for  introducing 
a  talk  or  another  motion  picture.  It  shows  how 
the  land  itself  is  the  source  of  all  the  products 
of  farming,  how  the  land  is  the  heritage  of 
successive  generations,  how  one's  use  of  his 
land  determines  whether  his  descendants  will 
inherit  it  in  better  or  worse  condition  than  when 
he  received  it. 

Terracing  in  the  Northeast.  (1  reel,  running  time 
about  10  minutes,  16  mm.  or  35  mm.  sound 
only.)  Terracing  is  one  important  measure 
for  conserving  eroding  lands  in  the  Northeast. 
When  terracing  is  combined  with  contour 
cultivation  and  the  other  phases  of  a  well- 
rounded  soil  conservation  program,  losses  of 
soil  and  water  are  reduced  to  a  minimum.  The 
film  shows  the  various  steps  in  building  terraces, 
including  fitting  the  terrace  system  to  the  whole 
farm  plan,  establishing  channels  and  outlets 
to  handle  excess  water,  laying  out  terrace  lines 
on  the  contour,  and  the  actual  machine 
operations. 

Roots  in  the  Earth.  (2  reels,  running  time  about 
20  minutes,  16  mm.  and  35  mm.  sound  only, 
available  in  both  English  and  Spanish  com- 
mentary.) This  picture  concerns  one  of  the 
oldest  settled  groups  in  the  Nation — the  people, 
mainly  of  Spanish  and  Mexican  origin,  who 
inhabit  the  upper  Rio  Grande.  Farm  land, 
range  land,  and  water,  once  plentiful,  are  now 
too  scant  for  their  needs.  The  population 
constantly  increases,  and  the  land  grows  poorer 
through  over -use.  Since  a  similar  situation 
exists  in  many  other  communities,  the  problem 
of  this  people  is  of  interest  in  every  part  of  the 
country. 
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Grassland.  (1  reel,  running  time  about  10  min- 
utes, 16  mm.  and  35  mm.  sound  only.)  This 
picture  portrays  the  problem  of  conserving  the 
soil  on  the  grasslands  of  the  arid  Southwest, 
where  multitudes   of  sheep   and  cattle   graze. 

Muddy  Waters.  (1  reel,  running  time  about  10 
minutes,  16  mm.  and  35  mm.  sound  only.)  A 
story  of  land  use  and  abuse  in  the  Southwest, 
showing  conditions  when  the  white  man  came, 
and  how  his  plow,  his  cattle,  and  his  sheep 
brought  on  soil  destruction  and  floods.  The 
film  shows  how  the  land  can  be  farmed  and 
grazed  without  serious  erosion  damage  and 
flood  danger. 

Rain  on  the  Plains.  (1  reel,  running  time  about 
10  minutes,  16  mm.  and  35  mm.  sound  only.) 
This  picture  shows  the  methods  used  to  control 
wind  erosion  and  conserve  moisture  in  the 
Southern  Great  Plains  area. 

Roads  and  Erosion.  (2  reels,  running  time  about 
20  minutes,  16  mm.  and  35  mm.  sound  only.) 
This  film  is  in  sound,  but  has  no  music  back- 
ground. It  portrays  typical  erosion  problems 
on  roads  and  ways  of  preventing  them.  High- 
ways in  different  parts  of  the  country  are  shown, 
with  special  attention  to  roadside  planting,  the 
control  of  water,  the  protection  of  cuts,  fills,  and 
culverts,  and  related  matters.
